@ * Standardization is not an impediment to the 
development of civilization, but, on the contrary, 
one of tis immediate prerequisites. The standard 
can be defined as that simplified practical exem- 
plar of anything in general use which embodies 
a fusion of the best of its anterior forms.” Walter 
Gropius: THE NEW ARCHITECTURE 
AND THE BAUHAUS. 
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HE factor which dominates contem- 

porary life is power production. I 

say particularly power production, 
not machine production. The use of 
machines or tools as weapons in man’s con- 
stant effort to improve his environment 
is a characteristic of almost every period : 
in fact, in varying degrees, of every period. 
Machines have been used throughout history 
as an extension of handicraft—for saving 
labour and performing new _ operations 
within the framework of the handieraft 
order. With the advent of power produc- 
tion the machine acquired new values, as 
something more than an implement, in the 
sociological, industrial sphere; and it is 
these values which make the new order, 
the machine age, different in kind, not 
merely in degree of utilization of machinery, 
from any previous age. 

Gropius has summed up this essential 
change, as seen in manufacture, in saying 
that “the difference between industry and 
handicraft is due far less to the different 
nature of the tools employed in each than 
to subdivision of labour in the one and un- 
divided control by a single workman in the 
other.” That is the key to the difference 
between the products proper to the handi- 
eraft age, which persisted in its own night 
until the beginning of the nineteenth century 
(and persisted beyond in the shape of 
resistant movements and reactions against 


a changing order), and the products proper to 
the machine age, which is the present one. 

The changed conditions of which this 
difference is symptomatic are gradually 
bringing about, as a reflection of the order 
that determined it and as a eriterion of 
our success in assimilating the machine, a 
new machine esthetic, unselfeonsciously 
developing, not being imposed from without. 
To this new esthetic the opportunities of 
rationalization that the machine brings. 
the progressive impersonalization of design, 
the new emphasis on the product rather 
than on the process of making it and the 
discovery of the abstract esthetic virtues 
of machines themselves have all contri- 
buted. The difference is, in brief, that 
which lies between a humanistic esthetic 
and an abstraet one. 


The Search for Order 

It might be asked why the necessity for 
a new esthetic, which almost implies a new 
philosophy, should arise from the mere 
application of power to industry. What 
fundamental change does power production 
imply that goes beyond even the material 
and sociological issues referred to? The 
answer is that the application of power to 
industry is itself only one material mani- 
festation of a fundamental historical process 
—the application of science to life. The 
foundations of the new order of civilization 








were laid, as Lewis Mumford points out in 
his book Technics and Civilization, by the 
natural philosophers of the 
seventeenth century. Galileo, 
Newton, Pascal first saw the universe as a 
system in which order predominated over 
disorder. They made a seareh for the 
underlying order the function of experimen- 
tal science. and they established the 
technique of laboratory research which is 
the foundation of scientific progress. With- 
out the conviction of an underlying order 
none but a purely empirical thought is 
possible.

The emergence of a sense of order or 

routine is indeed the basis of technological 
evolution, together with the applieation of 
scientifie thought to sueceeding branches 
of knowledge. For the origins of this 
revolution in thought we must go back still 
earlier ; to the dawn, in faet, of the objective 
As Mumford suggests, the 
elementary factors were the development 
of the time and space. The 
routine of the monastery was probably the 
first manifestation of a sense of time as a 
repetitive progression. With that routine 
the invention of the clock is linked, and it 
is significant that throughout subsequent 
history the clock as a piece of mechanism 
is nearly always more perfect than any 
other contemporary contrivances. ** The 
monasteries,” to use Mumford’s own words, 
* helped to give human enterprise the regu- 
lar collective beat and rhythm of the 
machine ; for the clock is not merely a 
means of keeping track of the hours but. of 
synchronising the actions of men. 
It dissociated time from human events and 
helped create the belief in an independent 
world of mathematically measurable se- 
quences : the special world of science.” 

The other essential stage in the approach 
to the new intellectual curiosity was con- 
cerned with the sense of space. To the 
mediweval mind space and time were un- 
related. Quoting Mumford again: ** The 
word anachronism is meaningless when 
applied to medieval art: it is only when 
one related events to a co-ordinated frame 
of time and space that being out of time

or being untrue to time became disconcert- 


ing. Because of this separation of time and 
space, things could appear and disappear 
suddenly, unaccountably: the dropping 
of a ship below the horizon no more needed 
an explanation than the dropping of a 
demon down the chimney. Objects swam 
into vision and sank out of it with some- 
thing of the same mystery in which the 
coming and going of adults affects the 
experience of young children, whose first 
graphic efforts so much resemble in’ their 
organization the world of the medigval 
artist. The connecting link between events 
was the cosmie and religious order. 2 
Between the fourteenth and the seventeenth 
centuries a revolutionary change in the con- 
ception of space took place in Western 
Europe. Space as a hierarchy of values 
was replaced by space as a system of mag- 
nitudes. One of the indications of this 
new orlentation was the closer study of the 
relations of objects in space and the dis- 
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covery of the laws of perspective and the 
systematic organization of pictures within 
the new frame fixed by the foreground. 
the horizon and the vanishing point. 

The measured space of the picture remforeced 
the measured time of the clock. Within 
this ideal network of space and time all 
events now took place... . In Renas- 
cence space the existence of objects must 
he accounted for: their passage through 
time and space is a clue to their appearance 
at any particular moment in any particular 
place... . The very existence of such 
an order was an incentive to explore it and 
fill up the parts that were unknown.” 

It is not necessary to trace the whole 
growth of this emergence of order and 
detachment through several centuries, by 
way of the development of commerce and 
tinance—themselves dependent on order : 
by way of the military arts—in which are 
found the earliest manifestations of orderly 
planning and of the manipulation of a 
number of identical units: or through the 
study of astronomy—the identification of a 
mechanical system, serving as an Incentive 
to the creation of system in everything : 
all leading up to the philosophic conception 
already referred to of the whole universe 
in terms of system. The first steps having 
been taken the rest follows: but these 
first steps are the keys to the whole con- 
temporary way of thought and activity. 
The basis of the modern wsthetie is know- 
ledge and system, from which spring all its 
characteristics of clarity and exactness 
and its refusal to be content with what is 
only approximate or ill-defined. 


The Problem of Assimilation 


What is known as the industrial revolution 
Was a material application of that world of 
seientifie order that was defined by the 
school of natural philosophy. made possible 
hy the mechanical discoveries that con- 
centration on the factual aspeets of existence 
led to. The important contemporary factor

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is, as I have suggested, power production, 
which is a further step in the establishment 
of an absolute system. ‘The machine, in- 
stead of being an extension of his own 
faculties becomes, for man, a mechanical 
equivalent of nature: a physical mani- 
festation of the world of order and scientific 
thinking, giving him a sense, in inventing 
power machinery, of himself contributing 
to the orderliness of the universe. The 
machine itself becomes organie—and coin- 
cident with this realization, it is interesting 
to note, is the disappearance of organic or 
naturalistic form from the machine and its 
produets. 

At the same time power enabled the 
machine, through the process of specializa- 
tion of labour observed in Gropius’ defini- 
tion, to make its other great contribution to 
civilization—the technique of co-operative 
enterprise. The products of the machine 
are no longer, as with the handicraft 
machines, the result of a single operation 
(or of several closely related operations), 
but the complex result of a whole co- 
operative industrial system, in which inter- 
ference by the personal factor, after the 
first creative or selective impulse, is reduced 
to a minimum. 

A quality common to all periods of good 
design is that which Herbert Read has 
ealled “a certain community of feeling and 


imagination’; a kinship between the 
parts and the whole prevailing order. 


Present-day chaos in the province of manu- 
factured objects. of architecture as well as 
of the everyday things for which architee- 
ture is the setting, is due simply to the 
absence of this underlying consistency. The 
more the complicated organization of modern 
society approaches the caleulated rhythms 
of a machine the more unbearable are the 
examples of non-conformity of parts of the 
new order with the whole. The problem 
today is to bring about a new co-ordination 
of the arts, manufacture, architecture and 
planning as well as of social conditions and 
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politics in terms of the new machine order, 
which we have just established as the basis 
of the contemporary system. Neither the 
intellectual renaissance of the seventeenth 
century nor the industrial revolution of the 
nineteenth will be complete until this re- 
synthesis has been achieved. 


Modern Characteristics 
Conformity with a new set of conditions 
with a new world of experience—means 

the adoption of a new esthetic. The nature 
of this machine esthetic is perhaps best 
defined by examining the typical qualities 
of such objects and designs as have already 
been produced to conform with it; the 
common characteristics, in faet, of modern 
design, particularly in the way they differ 
from those of handieraft design: the new 
vocabulary of the Modern Movement. 

First of all, by a machine esthetic is not 
intended, of course, an esthetic admiration 
for machines as substitute works of art. 
It implies appreciation of those qualities 
that have been introduced into art by the 
machine. It means perception of the 
machine art-forms and acceptance of the 
modification of the handicraft art-forms 
brought about by the machine. It means 
a changed vocabulary in conformity with 
the new unity of values. 

What are the characteristic terms of this 
new vocabulary 2? The first is simplicity. 
Simplicity is almost a prerequisite in modern 
design for several reasons. One, the least 
important, that we are undergoing a reaction 
against the elaborate ornamentation of the 
nineteenth century—a = subjective and 
ephemeral reason for simplicity which would 
only have importance if the Modern Move- 
nent were bemeg interpreted as a new stvle, 
stmilarin kind to the many conflicting styles 
of the nineteenth century, stead of as the 
natural outcome of a new seale of organ- 
ization. Secondly comes the growing com- 
plication of modern existence, resulting 
in our being subjected to a perpetual 
succession of stimuli, to counteract which 
a negative rather than a competitive 
environment is essential. ‘The products of 
handicraft were designed to hold interest : 
those of machines to distribute it. Thirdly, 
the effect of our greater knowledge of 
materials. Knowledge of materials means 
interest in materials for their own sake, and 
greater respect for them. Simple surfaces, of 
a nature appropriate to mechanical processes, 
take the place of applied ornament, which 
destroys the integrity of the material. Finally, 
probably the most important cause of 
simplicity in modern design is an even more 
iunmediate result of the application of power 
to industry—of the source of energy being 
divorced from the control of it : the loss of 
the virtue that attaches to complication in 
execution. In the handicraft period tech- 
nical virtuosity, resulting in elaboration of 
forms and detail, was an expression of the 
personal skill of the worker. With emphasis 
transferred from the worker to the work 
done the urge to virtuosity disappears. 
The machine has destroyed the belief that 
a thing is more beautiful because more 
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Besides the simplicity that comes from machine processes, modern conditions demand a back- 
ground of simplicity as a relief from the perpetual succession of stimuli in everyday life. 
Simplicity of surface also brings out the intrinsic qualities of materials that elaboration

expertly made or because more difficult to 
make. It has not destroyed the virtue of 
craftsmanship. It has liberated the crafts- 
man from the routine of production, and 
transferred his special qualities from the 
process to the object. 

Given that the present rather purist 
phase of modern design is still one of transi- 
tion between the handicraft and the machine 
wsthetic, it is natural to ask whether the 
disappearance of ornament is only tempor- 
ary. There is no reason why a vocabulary 
of machine ornament should not emerge, 
though ornament in the sense of elaboration 


is hardly compatible with the compulsion 
to simplicity. It is more likely to take the 
form of emphasis and variation of surface 
provided by an incidental machine process 
—taking as a precedent textiles rather than, 
say, carvings—together with refinements of 
colour and surface. Finely finished colour 
and surface can be their own ornament. 

Those English designers of the late nine 
teenth century, who are now regarded as 
pioneers of the Modern Movement, Voysey 
and Mackintosh, and Van de Velde and the 
leaders of the Aunstgewerbe movement on 
the Continent, saw the need for the new 











sunplicity, but pursued it by returning to 
the primitive or vernacular instrument or 
method rather than in the perfection of the 
machine method. 


The Machine as Precedent 

The abandonment of the craftsman’s 
own personal part in execution, as distinet 
from his influence on design, leads us to 
the second modern characteristic : emphasis 
on the impersonal. Modern design coneerns 
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The characteristics of modern design 
are already apparent in many objects 
which form our everyday environ- 
ment. Their designers have con- 
centrated on the economical, logical 
use of the appropriate material, and 
their forms have reached cesthetic 
perfection by the progressive modifi- 
cation of a type over long periods. 
Such objects as these, besides antici- 
pating the qualities of industrial 
design. have had considerable in- 


fluence in forming a_ typical con-

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In rejecting the simple philosophy of pure 
functionalism, modern design also avoids 
the functional exhibitionism that is its 
aggravated form: the conscientious display 
of the means, and the unnatural emphasis 
on characteristic forms. The misleading 
phrase, “to express its purpose,” is made 
the excuse for a new, a historieal brand of 
stylization. 

A sharpening of our perception of abstract 
formal relationships, through the observation 
of machines and machine-made things, is 
accompanying the disappearance of the 
handicraft quality—the personal contribu- 
tion of the skilled workman. Design, as 
with culture, is becoming abstract rather 
than humanistic. 


Standardization 


The admirable definition of standardiza- 
tion made by Gropius is quoted at the 
beginning of this article. Elsewhere in the 
hook in which the definition appears, The 
New Architecture and the Bauhaus, he points 
out that the tendeney to reduce unlimited 
variety to a number of type forms is 
typical of a high standard of civilization 
in most periods. Power production and its 
equivalent in terms of work, mass produc- 
tion, have made standardization applicable 
to almost ey ery sphere of design. 

It cannot be too often repeated that 
standardization, a word that is often mis- 
apprehended, does not mean monotony or 
sameness. It means, rather. a liberation of 
objects with certain intrinsic formal charae- 
teristies from accumulations of the ephemeral 
and the inessential. Standardization is a 
pre-requisite of mass production and mass 
production is typical of power technique, 
but examples of standardization—even of 
mass production—are by no means unknown

fundamental standardization of goods in 
the form of money. The commonest 
example is, of course, in printing, the 
printed page being a perfect mass product. 
The military arts produced the earliest 
examples of mass production in industry 
in the same way that they were the birth 
centre of much technical invention. Mum- 
ford cites the military uniform as the first 
large-scale demand for absolutely  stan- 
dardized goods, and the mass production 
of muskets at the end of the eighteenth 
century (including the standardization of 
interchangeable parts) and the even earlier 
assembly of wooden ships out of  stan- 
dardized units by Bentham and Brunel 
as important innovations. He also in- 
stances the parade ground itself as the 
prototype of modern industrial organiza- 
tion, with its tendeney to turn the individual 
into an impersonal unit. personal determina- 
tion on part of which is a hindrance to eff- 
cient action instead of an aid to it. Indeed, 
many characteristics of the modern esthetic 
existed separately in various phases of the 
historical periods; for example, the ten- 
dency towards dehumanization and mec- 
hanization of labour in Egypt, and the 
Hellenic impulse towards clarity coupled 
with a progressive geometrical refinement. 

Allied with the implications of stan- 
dardization is what might be termed the 
esthetic virtue of regimentation: the 
appreciation, typical of the machine age 
and deriving from machine forms, of the series 


or the group of identical units. The search 
for order already referred to is refleeted in 
the delight taken in the regularity of sheer 
repetition. This addition to the esthetic 
voeabulary has probably been increased by 
air travel and high building—by the bird’s- 
eve view, in which such repetition of 
identical forms commonly oceurs, and 
which gives a toy-like quality to organic 
objects repeated to a minute seale that con- 
duees again to the typical objective vision. 


New Appreciations 

The quality of exactness demanded of 
modern design has already been referred to 
as a further reflection of the new order 
which is based on system, the search for 
knowledge and order having resulted in 
dissatisfaction with what is approximate and 
indefinite. The appeal of vagueness and 
of the picturesque gives place to the esthetic 
satisfaction of the mathematical equation. 
This characteristic of exactness is also the 
product of the machine itself, whose in- 
trinsic beauties have added to our voeabu- 
lary of beauties, and to the high degree of 
mechanical exactness possible with machine 
technique. The increased use of machines 
has, further, increased our appreciation of 
both their formal and functional virtues. 
As an example of the latter, the satisfaction 
to be obtained from driving an efficient 
motor-car is without doubt partly esthetic. 
The surgeon’s praise of “a beautiful 
operation is by no means the misuse of 
the word “ beauty ” it might appear to be. 
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The demand for the same esthetie sensa- 
tions elsewhere has encouraged qualities of 
precision and economy in modern design. 
In architecture theatrical effects of mass, 
weight and so on, give way to effects of 
poise and lightness. Accurate structural 
elimination is the contemporary virtue in- 
stead of imposing structural solidity. 

This question of solidity brings us to the 
consideration of the “factor of safety.” 
Our greater knowledge of the limitations 
and capabilities of materials enables us to 
use them with greater economy and accuracy. 
There is no longer need for oversizing to 
allow for ignorance. We no longer believe 
that exact sizing is not worth the labour of 
exact ecaleulation. For this advance the 
refinements of aeroplane design amongst 
other things have been greatly responsible. 

Our whole attitude to the right use of 
materials has also undergone a_ certain 
amount of change. Previously we knew 
about materials in terms of our own ex- 
perience with them : we had handled wood 
and stone—even steel—on a small seale, 
and knew instinctively when their substance 
was adequate on a larger seale. In the 
case of the new synthetic materials, of 
which reinforced conerete is typical, their 
properties are not within the bounds of 
common experience and have to be taken 
on trust : a new influence in the impersonal- 
ization of design. ‘This change does not 
mean that knowledge of structural properties 
can be a substitute for visual satisfaction 
with their adequacy. Geoffrey Scott's reser- 
vation from The Mechanical Fallacy, already 
quoted, is still valid ; but we have to adapt 
our verceptions to the abstraet values of new 
materials to the extent that they ditfer from 
the handicraft values of the old. 

Exactness, cleanness, precision of form 
and finish are the representative modern 
qualities. They are present in machines 
themselves as conditions of the machines’ 
functional efficiency. They are present in 
the products of the machine, partly because 
the processes of machine manufacture 
produce these qualities, and partly also in 
imitation of the machine, from the use of 
those art forms which study of the machine 
has contributed. The prevalence of ** stream- 
lining,” for example, is an illustration of 
the influence of a mechanical idiom; its 
influence being seen in stationary objects 
where aerodynamic considerations are quite 
irrelevant. 

The distinction must here be made 
between this influence. which is the un- 
conscious assimilation of an idiom common 
to our mechanical surroundings, and the 
deliberate application of a so-called 
“modern” idiom: the stylization of 
modernity produeing the moderne or 
“ modernistic.” wherein the building or 
object has applied to it (or is foreed into) 
certain shapes for eclectic or decorative 
reasons. The result is, of course, no more 
modern, in the true sense, than my foot 
in fact, a good deal less. In the same way 
that abstract art. directly it loses shat 
might be ealled the tension or coneentra- 
tion that gives it its esthetic significance, 
becomes cmpty pattern-making without 
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The typical modern virtue of 
regimentation, the cesthetic value of 
the serial repetition of identical 
forms, is displayed in 16, an air-view 
of a battery of cooling towers (from

vitality, the vitality of the modern machine 
product depends on its retaining some of the 
formal significance of the machine. not on 
its imitating a few superficial characteristics. 
In the nineteenth century this pre- 
occupation with superficial style, this habit 
of capriciously varying the shape or colour 
of an object entirely apart from any attempt 
to improve it, either in economy or efficiency, 
Was a typical instance of refusal to accept the 
new order of the machine. It provided an 
alternative avenue of eseape to that of the 
antiquarian and the student of the primi- 
tive andthe vernacular. It made design the 
slave of fashion, from which its antithesis, 
standardization, now releases it. At the same 
time recovery from the partial anasthesia 
which the prevalent ugliness of the nine- 
teenth century induced in the senses should 
result, in time, in the sharpening of our 
sensitivity tosimple relationships and propor- 
tions, to take the place of the connoisseur’s 
unesthetie interest in variation of style. 


Changing Values 
Certain qualities belong essentially to the 
handicraft age. One of these is rarity. The

technical improvements. The machine is 
responsible for the purification of zwstheties 
from the irrelevances of archaic taste.

The disappearance of the false romanti- 
cism of the antique, with which is associated 
the cult of the curio, does not mean that 
romanticism as a spiritual or intellectual 
quality is incompatible with mechanization. 
Romanticisia as preached by William Morris 
and by Goethe, and as practised by many 
Arts and Crafts movements, as an alternative 


to the machine. no longer has the same, 


appeal. The impulses that pro- 
voked it. as an action of escape. 
are catered for in our broadening 
machine esthetic. Turner first 
saw the possibilities of romance in 
the world of machinery, though 
he tried to translate them into 
terms of his predecessors’ interest 
in the merely picturesque. Kipling.

much later, revealed the same possibilities 
in literature. 

When it signifies achievement of esthetic 
satisfaction through the exact allocation 
of means to function an essential modern 
virtue is economy. It is the quality that 
pure engineering has in common. with 
architecture. But when it signifies the 
smallest cost for which an object can be 
produced it is westhetically quite irrelevant : 
though it is acommon fallacy that cheapness 
virtue is somehow concerned with 
wsthetics. It often happens, however, 
that the necessity for cheapness compels 
the designer to diseard the handicraft 
qualities of technical virtuosity ; thereby 
giving the product esthetic merit as if 
were by mistake, and it often happens 
that high cost in an object is an indirect 
criticism of its mechanical integrity. though 
it may also be an indication of its designer 
having aimed at an absolute rather than 
an economic standard of quality.

The Designer 

The various characteristics of machine 
design outlined above demand two qualities 
in the designer: the objective outlook 
of a mind unprejudiced by a stock of ready- 
made solutions, and a sympathy with the 
whole technological order that will give 
to his work the necessary community of 
direction with this order. In addition 
to these are, of course, the craftsmanship 
qualities of familiarity with his materials, 
machines and processes. It might be felt, 
with the constant reference above to an 
esthetic dominated by the machine, that 
the design itself was determined by the 
machine: that a machine esthetic tended 
to substitute technology for art. The 
answer is twofold: first, that the machine 
itself is a human product, undergoing a 
constant process of humanization ; secondly, 
that the designer's primary function is 
the civilization of technology, with the 
machine as a means toanend: in this com- 
plicated era. an end of order and equilibrium. 

In machine design the original pattern 
is everything: the rest an automatic 
process. The whole responsibility rests, 





therefore, on the designing room. This 
becomes less a studio, in which paper 
designs are evolved on a capricious basis of 
appearance, than a laboratory of researeh 
in which the methods of scientitie analysis 
are employed (but employed by a scientist 
under the influence of esthetic sensibility) 
in the apt utilization of the machine and 
the perfection of standard forms 

Gropius says: “* Handicrafts and in- 
dustry may be regarded as opposite poles 
that are gradually approaching each other. 
The former have already begun to change 
their traditional nature. In the future the 
field of handicrafts will be found to lie 
mainly in the preparatory stages of evolving 
experimental new type-forms for mass- 
production.” 


The World Men Carry in 

their Heads 

The aeroplane is a representative modern 
product. The average piece of architecture, 
furniture or household equipment is not. 
To say that the furniture should be more 
like the aeroplane is so incomplete a state- 
ment as to be misleading in its implications : 
but it should have an affinity with the aero- 
plane, as the argument of this article sets 
out to show, because of its dependence on 
the same conditions of machine production. 
It ean be examined in the light of the same 
esthetic, and it has its own duty of con- 
tributing to the unity and common diree- 
tion of the contemporary environment. 
It must reflect the real, essential world of 
scientific order that underlies our civiliza- 
tion: the “world men carry in their 
heads,” of which the aeroplane is a typical 
inhabitant. 

The business of the Modern Movement 
is to bridge the gulf, as Mareel Breuer has 
expressed it, “ between appearance anil 
reality.” This gulf is only widened by the 
make-believe of historical escapade, by the 
trite formule of period styles, or by efforts 
to perpetuate the obsolescent culture of an 
earlier epoch. We have to start with power 


and the machine, which dominate our 
existence. “* Our capacity to go beyond 
the machine,” to quote Mumford once 

more, “rests upon our power to 


assimilate the machine. Until we 
have absorbed the lessons of 
objectivity, impersonality, neu- 
tralitv. the lessons of the 
mechanical realm, we cannot go 
further in our development toward 
the more richly organic, the more 
profoundly human.”

Foreword 


By the Editor 





The pages that follow are intended to form, quite simply. a catalogue 
of what well-designed objects of everyday use are available on the 
market today. This catalogue is in a sense a reply to those critics 
who have accused the ARCHITECTURAL REVIEW of taking up an ob- 
structionist attitude towards certain recent euldhiitine,: notably the 
Exhibition of British Art in Industry held at Burlington House. We 
are far from saving that such exhibitions have had no good results. 
We believe that they have exercised influence in drawing popular 
attention to the fact that **design”” exists at all in the field of equip- 
ment: but we believe that there is a tendency amongst exhibition 
promotors to concentrate on exhibition stunts (such as furniture 
covered with crocodile skin, for instance) either in the belief that 
stunts are the backbone of the modern idea, or in the belief that the 
publie cannot be lured into an exhibition unless they are given some- 
thing sensational. Whatever the motive, the stunt exhibit, or even 
the specially-designed- for-the -occasion-all-personal-work-never-been- 
shown-before exhibit, obscures at the present moment what it is of 
the greatest importance to make clear: that there is already in being 
a great range of excellent standard types. of household objects and 
equipment, which are being produced by a large number of manu- 
facturers as part of their ordinary programme of production. These 
articles of equipment, produced | by designers who are not straining 
after art or modernism, arrive at what is cae da modern expression 
merely by being themselves. Their final form is derived from fitness 
and appropriateness. as those terms are understood by us today. 

The exhibition that is needed is one with the single purpose of 
seeking out and exhibiting these articles. Such an e -xhibition would 
include. of course. the simple cheap products of the sixpe nny chain 
stores as well as highly finished examples produced for occasions where 
price is not the first consideration—concentrating all the time on 
objects of standard routine production. 

It seemed a sensible idea to produce the catalogue as a reference 
of ils own quite apart from an actual exhibition—on paper instead of 
‘in the round.” There seemed no reason why the record of the 
vood things that are to be found should not have absolute usefulness. 
as well as greater portability, in the form of illustrations. That is 
the simple explanation of the origin of this issue. 

The quantity of material that de mands consideration for a place in 
such a catalogue is, of course, immense: we do not pretend to have 
exhausted the field: but we have made a start. Mir. R. Dudley Ryder. 
who was organizing secretary of the 1933 Dorland Hall Exhibition 
of Industrial Art, was co-opted for the purpose of collecting the avail- 
able material. and from that material a final selection has been made 
by a selection committee of three, which does not include the editor 








or any member of the staff of this journal. The committee, for 
obvious remains anonymous. 

There are a few points that should be made clear in introducing the 
pages of illustrations that follow. The first is that there is no question 
of searching an absolute standard in design. The objects 
illustrated are not presented as ideals, but as a record—to repeat 
the definition already used—of what is best in’ design among 
articles of interior house equipme nt available on the market today. 
Its availability to the public in Great Britain as a standard product 
is a condition of the inclusion of an article in the issue. 

Secondly, although the selectors have preferred articles that they 
know to be eflieient, the v naturally cannot give an absolute guarantee 
of mechanical efficiency. At the same time they have given partic ‘ular 
attention to quality of material and soundness of construction in 
relation to the price at a the article is sold. 

If this issue succeeds in encouraging more manufacturers to add 
to the existing mass of nae designs. and encourages the public to 
look for good design when making its purchases and furnishing its 
homes. then the labour involved in compiling it) will have been 
justified. This labour has fallen very largely on Mr. Ryder, whose 
energy and knowledge have turned an idea into a reality. The editor 
takes this opportunity of expressing his gratitude both to him and to 
the selection committee for their work.

Anyone who has lived long enough will have noticed that a certain distance 
lends a violent disgust to the view—that as we recede there comes a period 
of oblivion and total unconsciousness, to be succeeded when consciousness 
returns by the ecstasy. the nature of which we are considering. 

I. alas! can remember the time when the Ottoman and Whatnot still 
lingered in the drawing-rooms of the less fashionable and more conservative 
hourgeoisie : lingered despised. rejected and merely awaiting their sub- 
stitutes. [ can remember the sham Chippendale and the sham old oak 
which replaced them. I can remember genuine 
modern style which as yet has no name. \ pet riod of black polished wood 
with spidery lines of conventional psana ia incised in the wood and then 
wilt. These things must have belonged to the ‘eighties—I think they went 
with the bustle : but as they are precisely at the distance where unconscious- 
ness has set in. it is more difficult to me to write the history of this period 
than it would be to tell of the sequence of stvles in the Tang dynasty. And 
now. having watched the Whatnot disappear. I have the privilege of 
watching its resurrection. [have passed from disgust. through total forget- 
fulness. into the joys of ret rospection. 

Now my belief is that none of these feelings have anything to do with our 
westhetic reactions to the objects as works of art. The odd thing about 
either real or would-be works of art. that is to Say. about any works made 
with something bevond a purely utilitarian aim— the odd thing is that they 
can either affect our wsthetic sensibilities or they can become symbols of 

particular way of life. In this aspect they affect our historical imagin- 
ation through our social emotions. 
up in us are probably f 


a still worse horror—a 


That the historical images they conjure 
false has very little to do with it: the point is that 
they exist for us. and exist for most people. far more vividly and poignantly 
than any possible zsthetic feelings. And somehow the works of each period 
come to stand for us as symbols of some particular and special aspect of 
life. The fun of these historical evocations is precisely in what they 
leave out. And in order that this process of selection and elimination may 
take place. precise and detailed knowledge must have faded from the collec- 
tive memory. and the blurred but exquisite outlines of a generalisation 
must have been established. 

We have just got to this point with the Victorian epoch.

Coal Fires 

It is customary to provide coal fires in 
addition to central heating in large blocks 
of luxury flats, whilst small blocks on the 
outskirts of towns often have coal as the 
only form of heat. 

It is desirable that the coal storage cup- 
hoards should he accessible from the service 
landing and from the interior of the flat. 
access to the service landing being hy a 
trades lift as coal is a heavy material. The 
trap doors to the coal store must have 
security locks to render them burglar-proof, 

Fireplaces are usually of the open hearth 
variety, with reconstructed stone and wood 
surrounds. 

Gas Fires 

Gas fires vield 45 to 50 per cent. radiation 
etticiency plus 10 per cent. convection, and 
owing to their low running costs are popular 
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as heating units. Due probably to the keen 
competition between the gas and_ electric 
industries, the design of gas fires has enor- 
mously improved during the past few vears. 

Particularly notable designs are the 
panel varieties, with special radiants, which 
can be fixed at any height. In the absence 
of the hob they are no longer reminiscent of 
coal fires, for which they have hitherto 
resembled cheap substitutes. 

A six to eight radiant fire is normal for a 
living connection with central! 
heating, or for a bedroom: but in minimum 
rental flats, where gas is the only form of 
heat medium for the living room, eight to 
twelve radiants will be necessary. 
fires must flue, and this is 
provided by special blocks 1} in. or 9 in. 
wide which can be built into the partition 
wall. Manufacturers of these flues will 
provide working drawings, showing the 
rakers and corbels, when they submit their 
estimate Flue from £2 to £3 
per fire, which may prohibit the use of gas 
fires inthe bedrooms of minimum rental flats,

Storage 


Storage space must he provided for the 
various kitchen tools and cooking utensils 
adjacent to the equipment with which they 
operate. For instance, the pastry board, 
rolling pin, and choppers should be = in 
drawers and on shelves under the cook's 
table: the sauce pans and kettles in racks 


near the cooker: and the dinner and tea

services in racks and shelves above the 
draining board. 

A cupboard ventilated at the top and 
hottom either to a duct or open air is 
desirable as a standby to the refrigerator, 
where the perishable goods are, of course, 
stored. Itisa good plan to have wire mesh 
shelving near the bottom of this cupboard 
for storing fruit and vegetables ; in any case 
the shelves should be slatted or kept away 
from the sides to allow a free air circulation. 
Dry goods that are in constant use, such as 
flour, tea, and coffee should be in con- 
tainers above the cook’s table. 

The metal bin for refuse and the pails 
will be stored in a cupboard under the sink 
or draining board; and a tall cupboard for 
vacuum cleaner, brooms, and other cleaning 
apparatus should be near the door. 


BATHROOM 


It is hardly an exaggeration to say that a 
flat without a tiled or synthetically finished 
bathroom will not let. A niggardly finished 
and equipped bathroom is a false economy, 
as Without question this is the biggest let- 
ting factor in the flat. 


The Bath 


Apart from the “Situ,” which is not 
suitable for flats, the cheapest rectangular 
hath is the ** Artisan.” This bath can only be 
used when the flat is letting on the rent, as 
it looks small owing to the taper on the 
inside. For medium rental flats a typical 
hath specification is as follows, 5 ft. inside

Central heating is almost invariably on 
the accelerated low pressure hot) water 
system with radiators in living room, hall and 
hedrooms, and hot water points to bath and 
lavatory basins, towel rails and kitchen 
sinks: the vertical riser running through the 
linen cupboard. 

Where initial cost and lower 1unning cost 
are everything, hand - fired coke will be 
adopted. 

Automatic oil firing is, of course, a more 
suitable system, as the plant responds 
quickly to varving weather temperatures. It 
can be instantly switched on and off, and is 
quite clean to operate. This is also true of 
automatic coke firing. 

The tax on oil fue! accounts for a sudden 
popularity of coal fed by mechanical stokers 
I have found in several instances that this 
svstem works out considerably cheaper than 
either oil, hand firing. or thermal storage. 


Gas-fired boilers, although seldom in- 
stalled in flats. are most clean and efficient. 
They operate by atomising a mixture of gas 
and air. and burning this under reduced 
pressure in a bed of refractory material 
which, becoming incandescent. radiates heat 
to the surrounding water. Thermostatic 
control cuts off the heat when the desired 
temperature is reached. The running costs 
entirely depend on the terms offered by 
the local supply company. 

Electric thermal storage although pertect 
in theory, is usually ruled out on cost. 
Even with electricity at a dd. a unit, the 
running costs are much higher than solid or 
liquid fuel when their respective inefliciencies 
have been accounted for, furthermore the 
initial cost of the installation is bigh. 

For reasons of economy. electric or Gas 
storage heaters are sometimes installed) in 
each flat in place of a central system. 

These beaters are fixed either in the bath- 
room or kitchen, and consist of a vertical 
tank heavily lagged with insulating material. 
and fitted with heating elements and 
thermostat. Pipes are run to the required 
hot water pomts, but if these are very far 
apart, it may be more economical to have 
heaters both in the bathroom and kitchen. 


Lifts 


Buildings more than three storeys high 
must have vertical communication by lifts. 
They are even today omitted on four-storey 
buildings, but unless the top floors are 
arranged as maisonettes, the letting of the 
fourth floor is bound to be difheult.

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The position and number of lifts will be 
decided by the general planning, there is 
no standard or accepted arrangement : 
even in low rental flats examples vary from 
corridor type plans with LOO flats to one lift. 
to only two flats on either side of a small 
lift hall 

It is usual to be rather lavish on the 
finishing of the lift car: the absolute mini- 
mum size is 3 ft. by 3 ft. (.sq. ft. per person) 
and the speed 120 ft. per minute. 

Landing gates or doors should close them 
s‘lves, either by spring hinges or a door 
engine. 

Service lifts should be capable ot carrying 
a minimum load of one hundredweight, and 
must be large enough to take furniture. 
The car should have a strong steel frame 
filled in with solid hardwood and lined to a 
height of 3 ft. 6 in. with sheet steel. The 
usual speed is L00 ft. per minute. 

The machine room is placed above the 
lift. which reduces the wear on the cable. 
and the leneth of the cable hy one-third. 

The Jift motor runs from alternating 
current. but to overcome the noise arising 
from the pulses, an all-metal rectifier is 
installed to supply direct current for the 
controls and brake control. 

Precaution against noise should be taken 
by mounting the motor on anti-vibration 
pads, and having double walls around the 
room, 


Refuse Disposal 


The simplest method of dealing with the 
problem of refuse disposal is to install refuse 
chutes at convenient points in the building 
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and discharging into brick or concrete con- 
tainers, which are periodically cleared by 
the local authority. 

The porter has access to the dust bin by a 
trap door to a special cupboard in the flat, 
and each morning he collects it and empties 
its contents down the chute. 

The overheads resulting from the labour 
attendant upon this system can be eliminated 
by having chutes, with hoppers. in’ each 
kitchen, delivering intoa removable standard 
metal truck 4 ft. deep by 6 ft. long by 3 ft. 
wide which will fit the authorities’ lorries. 

Chutes are formed from galvanized sheet 
steel or vlazed earthenware or asbestos 
pipes about 12 in. in diameter. The inlets 
vt each tloor level should he sealed by special 
metal hoppers, of which there are several 
standard designs, 

Plumbing 

The effictency of the one-pipe system has 

heen proved on several blocks. If the 
branch wastes are not long there is no ques- 
tion that it will show a saving in cost, with 
no loss of efficiency, over the old two-pipe 
svstem. 
Anti-syphonage pipes with their prevalent 
intricacy can be eliminated hy the use of 
special traps, of which there are at least 
three types on the market which will with- 
stand the strongest svphonie pulls. 

Useful data on plumbing systems can be 
found in The Minin Specs fic ation for the 
Installation of Soil, Water and Ventilating 
Pipes and the Combined Syste Mi of Soil and 
Ventilating Pipes, published by the Institute 
ot Plumbers. 


Ducts 


Bathrooms, lavatories and kitchens might 
all be served by a common internal pipe 
duct through which the soil, anti-syphon, 
rainwater, and service pipes could run, so 
giving a tidy elevation. Ducts can be 
formed by having double partitions between 
the kitchen and bathroom, spaced about 
12 in. apart or if not an actual part of the 
carcase. by erecting a wood framing and 
casing it with metal faced ply or some other 
hard faced) sheathing. Access must be 
pro ided at each floor. 


Electric Supply 


The electric supply will be by alternating 
current, the tenants paving a fixed quarterly 
charge, dd. or ?d. per unit for the current 
consumed either for heating or lighting. 

The landlord's mainswitchboard is situated 
at a convenient point in the building for 
running the rising mains. It may be 
adjacent toa lift shaft ova vertical pipe duct, 
and is of the ironclad type mounted against 
a well. 

Wiring is executed in heavv gauge solid 
drawn conduit with screwed, welded. or 
braized joints. Cab tvre or rubber-sheathed 
cable has been used in flat schemes, but 
these are not as efficient as conduit, for the 
wiring, being embedded in’ the plaster, 
cannot be withdrawn for inspection. 

The tenants meters should be so arranged 
that thev are accessible from the inside 
and outside of the flat.
